DEATH OF SIR TATTON 
SYKES, 


Tae yenorabla baronet died on 
Saturday, at Sledmere Castle, Mal- 
ton, Sir Tatton had rvached the 
ripe age of 91, and, though for some 
months hs had been in failing 
health, he had not been confined to 
bed until recently, when he suffered 
from an attack of bronchitis, from 
the effecta of which he never fully 
rallied. 

As a perfect example of the “old 
English gentleman,” Sir Tatton was 
known and esteemed throughout 
the country, Frank and manly, 
kind and generous, he was beloved 
by all who had the good fortune to 
Make his acquaintance. Politically,

Vatives, but he never cared to for~
